tion. A young girl of about 20, clad in oil-

oe Beside her was a young man in work 
= clothes heavy with oil stains. She, it de-

was a sophomore student in the 


school of ship construction desigf, and the 
young man was a junior engineer in the 
same field. Both were doing what they call 
their practical work—one month in each 
year spent as a laborer in the field of 


study. 


Workers crowded around us. Through her they asked questions. 
They wanted to know about America. They are a friendly peopie, 
and it is impossible not to like them. They do not hate America. 


One man asked why we made atomic bombs instead of atomic 


icebreakers. I told him about the 


submarines and the ‘“‘Savannah,”’ 


which will be the first atomic merchant vessel. Immediately, four 
or five workers spoke up, saying ‘“‘Da, Da, Savannah.’’ They had 


read about it in their papers. 


Then came questions about Little Rock and why America is 
unfair to people because their skins are colored. 


This is a tough question, which can’t be answered when one | 


discusses it in a familiar language. Trying to explain it through 
a very nice young girl whose English was not too good (but much 
better than my Russian) was impossible. 


Race discrimination is a cancer in American life. And the 
sooner we realize and bring ourselves to do the right and civilized 


thing to end it, the stronger we 


will be. 


_ News of Tuition Indicts Our System 


The girl and her friend were interested in the visitors. They 
w that Dr. Milton Eisenhower was along and that he was a 


university president. 


I pointed him out. Then I brought the girl and the young man 


forward and introduced them. A 


great crush of workers crowded 


around. The girl asked him how many students he had. He told 
them 2,500 by day and 5,000 at night. They thought this was fine. 
They then wanted to know how much the government paid students. 


Dr. Eisenhower told them about tuition and said it was $1,200. 
At this a literal gasp and a series of astonished exclamations went 
up. They have not the vaguest idea about our system, and that 
students must pay to be educated was to them a dreadful thing. 


The girl promptly toid Dr. Eisenhower that in Russia all stu- 
dents get free education and have their expenses paid. He tried to 
go into costs and the fact that tuition covers only a third of the 
cost per student, but it was hopeless. For all those present, news 
that tuition is charged was an indictment of our system. 


This is why a greater exchange of students and tourists is of 


value. 
But let no American delude 


himself with the idea that the 


Soviet young people do not believe in their way of life and their 


government. They do. 


Gift Denounced as Bribery Attempt 
Khrushchev is a popular man. Some childish and stupid things 


are magnified. It was reported, 


for example, that a member of 


Nixon’s party had offered a hundred-ruble note to a ragged boy 
in the produce market. If true, it was but an impulsive, typically 
generous American gesture, but it has been denounced as an at- 
tempt to bribe and degrade Soviet children. 


But the vice president has done a good job. The effect here is 
helpful, and Admiral Rickover said after seeing the atomic ice- 
breaker, “It was a good job, with three reactors. It is equal to 


our own.” 


There we have a lead. We have 40 atomic vessels either in 
service, under construction or contracted. But one kept thinking 
about the massed workers and how little they know about us and 


how friendly and nice they are.

Faubus, who reiterated his op- 
position to forced integration, said 
he didn’t see how federa: courts 
could turn down his plan because 
“there certainly would be more 
integration under it than any oth- 
er.’ ; 


His proposed compromise came 
only a week after registration at 
the four schools. In all, 55 Negroes 
indicated they wanted to attend

Siberian Throngs 


Cheer, Hug Nixon

NOVOSIBIRSK, Soviet Union (®—Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon was hugged and cheered by enthusi- 
astic crowds in this western Siberian city Tuesday. It 
was the warmest reception of his Soviet tour. 


About 20,000 applauding and 
cheering Soviets greeted Nixon 
and his wife as they arrived in 
this important factory city of 880,- 
000. Other thousands lined the 
streets. Soviet security agents had 


to struggle to prevent his being 
mobbed by friendly crowds. 


1,500 WAIT 


Another crowd of 1,500 waited 
impatiently for four hours at the 
theater where the Nixons attend- 


Lake’. The crowd burst into 
cheers when the vice president 
appeared on the front steps be- 
tween the second and third acts. 


Georgi A. Zhukov, chairman of 
the Soviet Union Cultural Com- 
mittee, said he was afraid the 
enthusiasm of the crowd would 
get out of hand several times. 


“I was afraid he was going to 
be hurt by a bear hug,” said 
Zhukov. “‘But they were hugs of 
friendship.”’ 


Several times, Nixon called No- 
vosibirsk, a city 1,750 miles east 
of Moscow, the “Chicago of Si- 
beria.”’ He told the people he felt 
much at home here. 


WELCOME IS CONTRAST 


He told newsmen his Novosi- 
birsk reception was “by far the 
most outstanding we have seen. 
They all knew we were here and 
besides we came at a time when 
people were able to greet us.” 


The welcome was in contrast to 
the somewhat chilly turnout of a 
few hundred persons when the 
Nixon party arrived in Moscow 
last Thursday. 


Nixon, one of the few Ameri- 
cans to visit Novosibirsk since it 
was Closed to foreigners two years 
ago, prevailed upon the Soviets 
to show him their new secret 
science center while here. 


Thousands of men in work 
clothes and women wearing 
scarves over their heads stood 
four and five deep along some of

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West Offers 
Berlin Pact 
For 5 Years

GENEVA—The Western powers 
proposed to the Soviet Union 
Tuesday a five-year truce agree- 


ment on Berlin. The proposal in- 
cluded a limited role for the 
United Nations in supervising 
propaganda activities in both 
parts of the divided city. 


New negotiations on Berlin 
could be initiated after the five 
years by any one of the big four 
powers, according to the pro- 
posal. The implication of the pro- 
posal is that Western rights in 
Berlin would continue until Ger- 
many’s reunification should the 
negotiations fail. 


But the West did not explicity 
refer to these rights. Like others 
before it, the latest document 
given the Russians was designed 
to let these rights flow by impli- 
cation from the other arrange- 
ments specified in the proposed 
agreement. 


REDS GIVE FIGURE 


As agreed Monday, the West 
and the Soviets exchanged docu- 
ments summing up their respec- 
tive views for a Berlin truce. It 
was still not known whether the 
Russians had maintained their 
link between an interim Berlin 
agreement and the establishment 
of an all-German committee to 
study Germany’s future. 


But their document was re- 
ported to set out for the first 
time the Soviet numerical defini- 
tion of what constitutes a sym- 
bolic allied garrison in West Ber- 
lin: between 3,000 and 4,000 
troops. This is a level that the 
West has said is unacceptable. 
The garrison now numbers 11,000.

Proposed plans for a comprehensive 
traffic study for the Atlanta region by 
the State Highway Department in coop- 
eration with the Federal Bureau of Roads 
and local governmental agencies deserve 
hearty endorsement by everyone con- 
cerned with orderly development of this 
area. 

This is the type of planning which 
could have saved millions and untold 
headaches if anyone could have foreseen 
the need a couple of decades ago. Not 
only in Atlanta but in all surrounding 
counties we can see how advance plan- 
ning could have saved great amounts of 
money and much grief in rights-of-way 
acquisition alone. 

The study, which would involve a 
number of counties and municipalities in 
the Atlanta region, would establish facts 
on which to plan future roads, modernize 
existing ones and to prepare for future 
traffic patterns. In establishing such in- 
formation, it could help prevent helter- 
skelter development of residential and 
business areas which later would have to 
be torn apart for new roads and streets. 

If approved by the State Highway 
Board, a model plan of study worked out 
by the National Committee on Urban 
Transportation and the Automobile Safe- 
ty Foundation will be followed. Its suc- 
cess will depend upon cooperation of all 
citizens in the region and of their gov- 
ernmental agencies. 

Certainly this area, where the traffic 
tangle becomes more aggravated with 
each passing day, badly is in need of 
such a study. Results could become a 
demonstration of what can be done to 


wait another 10 years and for other hear- 
ings. Atlanta and all the other towns af- 
fected should keep up the fight to see 
this does not happen. 

Unless the case is pursued to success- 
ful completion now, organized opposition 
might beat back our efforts to secure 
rightful transcontinental service. There is 
really no honest argument for denying 
the route this time.

The Transportation Museum at the 
Southeastern Fairgrounds is growing into 
an impressive display of railroading in 
the age of steam.

The efforts of this group made 
an annual and thorough audit the 
law in Jackson County. They have 
continued their investigation of 
other affairs brought to their at- 
tention as a grand jury. 

A two-year audit of Jackson 
County finances shows a deficit 
of $107,036.60. The auditors’ in- 
dependent view of Jackson Coun- 
ty financial affairs revealed that 
county. officials were negligent 
in keeping proper records and 
publicizing required statements. 
They revealed deals involving 
county and court officials which 
may be in defiance of state laws. 

We wonder just how many of 
Georgia’s 159 counties would stand 
up under as thorough an audit as 


ties actually have a complete 
audit annually in every office of 


of county officials. Some of the 
irregularities may be traced to 
the failure of county officers to 
know the exact duties, the re- 
quirements and over-all responsi- 
bilities of their office. In other 
instances, revealed in the county 
audit, it is apparent deals were 
committed, using taxpayers’ 
money for personal gain. Such 
manipulations require grand jury 
action. 

While the audit of Jackson 
County compiled by Mount and 
Carter was published in the May 
28, 1959, edition of the Herald as 
a paid legal document, we are

I am glad to hear that. I was 
raised to have the highest respect 
for the Rebel yell. I've heard old 
men talk about what a terrible 
battle cry it was, and how it 
struck terror into the hearts of 
the Yankees. Yet when they tried 
to yell it for me, it always fell 
flat. They'd give a screech and 
a howl and a quaver that sound- 
ed like somebody who had been 
stung by a wasp while calling a 
hog and then their voices would 
die away in a fit of coughing and 


program ended with the old sol- 
diers down in the front row lift- 
ing up their voices in a quavering 
whoop which was supposed to be 
the authentic Rebel yell. And even 
with 50 or a hundred men yelling 
it, it somehow didn’t sound very 
scary.

It was wild and fierce and 
it was like no sound ever heard 
on earth before. And it did fill 
the heart of the man doing the 
yelling with high courage, and it

Soviet Navy’s Guns 
Put Out Oil Blaze 


BUDAPEST, Hungary #—A 
Soviet naval bombardment has 
finally put out a stubborn fire 
at an offshore rig In the Soviet 
Union’s Caspian Sea oil field, the 
Hungarian news agency MTI re- 
ported Tuesday.

weeks, was shocked to hear in 

Outlar Columbus that there had been a 
blanket indictment of the entire Southern Association. 


Baseball has made a determined effort to operate a clean house, 
and Trautman is eager to obtain any concrete evidence. Everyone 
agrees that crooks belong out of baseball and behind bars. He 
urges anyone with any information to step forward. 


Southern Association president Charlie Hurth, who joined Joe 
Engel in the initial probe in Chattanooga, said naming names 
would be a great help to baseball and the public. However, he was 
stunned when he heard that suspicion had been cast on the entire 
circuit. 


—Hurth Is Soliciting Evidence 


‘“‘Any information pertaining to conspiracy between players and 
gamblers will be of tremendous service to us,” Hurth said’ via 
phone from New Orleans. ‘‘Undocumented charges, however, do us 
a great disservice.” 


On the local front, Atlanta owner Earl Mann said that he 
would ask Solicitor General Paul Webb to step in and request the 
name of the informant for the story. 


“We want to get to the bottom of this thing quickly,” Mann 
said. ‘““‘The statement that ‘one or two players from each of sev- 
eral, if not all,” Southern Association clubs have, within the past 
three seasons, allegedly co-operated with gamblers by ‘fouling off 
pitches deliberately,’ casts suspicion over the entir? league. 


“Georgia has one of the sternest laws in the nation against 
gamblers bribing players in sport,” Mann continued, “and I 
want to see the guilty players and gamblers, if any, punished 
to the limit. 


“The Atlanta club fully endorsed ‘the law several years ago 
when Rep. Muggsy Smith introduced it. There’s a minimum pen- 
alty of five years in prison for such an offense.” 


Another Southern Association director, who declined to be 
named said, “If the story can be proved, the writer deserves a 
Pulitzer prize.Otherwise, the league and all the players deserye 
and should demand an apology.” 


—The Rumor Wheel Is Whirling 


Bleacher roulette has been a popular pastime in all Southern 
Association parks for many years. But until Jesse Levan and Waldo 
Gonzalez were ‘suspended a few weeks ago for failing to report a 
bribe, there had never been a gambling scandal in the loop. 


Shortly after Hurth announced that Levan and Gonzalez had 
been set down for an indefinite span, the rumor that several other 
players were involved started circulating. Hurth and Trautman re- 
mained mum. 


Shortly thereafter there was a report that players had been 
deliberately fouling off pitches around the circuit for several years. 
A marr called this office and said that he knew the charges were 
true. 


He declined to name names, however, and I declined to in- 
dict the entire league without one iota of evidence. I did inform 
Mann and Hurth of the man’s charge. Hurth said Tuesday that 
no such evidence has been uncovered. 


At the Southern Association All-Star game in Birmingham, the 
rumor bobbed up again. But no one was able to identify a single 
player. Trautman’s agents continued to search for the gambler in- 
volved in the Levan-Gonzalez scandal. They reportedly haven’t been 
able to locate the man, which probably explains the lengthy delay 
in Trautman’s ruling on Levan and Gonzalez. 


The announcement is apt to be forthcoming later this week. 
However, Trautman was mum on the topic Tuesday. 


He wasn’t mum on the report of “Widespread Player-Gambler 
Ties” in the Southern. And the minor league chieftain expects the 
folks who made the statement to be able to substantiate it.

ment unsubstantiated by facts.”’ 


The printed report said “‘suspension of two Chattanooga base- 
ball players for failure to report a bribery attempt may only have 
scratched the surface of gambling activities in the Southern Assn.” 


It quoted a “‘source masked in deepest secrecy” as saying one 
or two players from each of “‘several, if not all’ Southern Assn. 
clubs have, within the past three seasons, allegedly cd-operated 
with gamblers by “fouling off’’ pitches deliberately. 


No names were named. No dates were listed. Anc an Atlanta 
vice squad sergeant offered to testify in court that one portion of 
the story was completely erroneous if activity at Ponce de Leon 
Park was included in the accusation. 

Mann, deeply disturbed by the rumor, said Tuesday, “I’m go- 
ing to call Paul Webb (Fulton County Solicitor General) tomorrow 
and request that he investigate thoroughly the accusation which 
implies that Atlanta players may have co-operated with gamblers. 
I will ask that the informer be identified. 

“I personally hope the investigation will produce some names. 
Because a blanket indictment of all Southern Assn. players over 
the past three years is unfair.”

In the years when I used to go to Hol- 
lywood to write about movie stars I found 
myself developing a funny yardstick for 
judging people. I inclined instinctively, for 
instance, toward any studio publicist who 
didn’t give me an affectionate pet name 
during our first telephone conversation, and 
who didn’t call me “‘Sweetie’’ upon meet- 
ing. 

It wasn’t that I was particularly stand- 
offish. It was simply that I wasn’t condi- 
tioned to the Hollywood custom of idiot en- 
dearments between strangers. My theory 
was that press agents who retained a cer- 
tain amount of friendly reserve, who pre- 
served the courtesies customary in the 
rest of the land, had not, in the old-fash- 
jioned phrase, “‘gone Hollywood.”” They 
would therefore come closer to seeing the 
movies from the standpoint of all of us 
movie-goers in the provinces, and working 
with them would be easier and pleasanter. 


It was not an infallible yardstick, but 
it served and one of the people it helped me 
size up in advance was a charmingly quiet 
young man named Phil Koury. Phil was 
an ex-newspaperman who labored as press 
representative to Cecil B. DeMille. His 
gentle manners and benign smile covered a 
wild and merry wit and the sharpest sense 
of satire I ever encountered. He and Rufus 
Blair of Paramount's publicity staff and I 
had lunch before my interview with Mr. De- 
Mille, and they shared with me an outra-

geously funny story they were concocting 
for their own amusement in lampoon of 
some nameless super colossal horror they 
knew about. 


The next time I went to Hollywood I 
asked about Phil and learned he had gone 
back to newspapering. I thought of him 
occasionally but never heard of him again 
until the other day when Putnam’s Sons, 
the publishers, sent me an advance copy 
of a book called ‘‘Yes, Mr. DeMille,”” due 
off the press Aug. 14. 


It is, of course, Phil Koury’s account 
of his life with DeMille and absolutely the 
funniest book I ever read about Hollywood 
or any of its lords of cinematic creation. 
As his old sidekick, Rufus Blair, wrote of 
the book, “It is an unflinching account of 
the old martinet (DeMille), whose reprov- 
ing ghost still hovers over the cardboard 
village ... @& man of cockeyed majesty 
whose power and showmanship were as 
authentic as his brackish spleen.” 


The book is full of anecdotes, some mar- 
velously entertaining, some mercilessly re- 
vealing of what Phil calls DeMille’s ‘‘self- 
affection,” his grandiose ways of dealing 
with people and the show that went on back 
of the showmanship. 


For instance, DeMille’s rule in dealing 
with writers and actors, according to Phil, 
was: “Cut the price in half, then argue like 
hell."” His description of the fall of man in 


the Garden of Eden: “There was a man 
named Adam who looked like Errol Flynn 
and Adam was lonely. So he complained 
and God did something to the man’s side. 
Lo and behold there was a lovely thing ly- 
ing on a pallet of straw.” 


In 1919 when he was making ‘The Ad- 
mirable Crichton,” Phil relates, DeMille 
worried that the title was colorless and 
confusing and people might think it had 
something to do with a naval officer. “He 
changed it to ‘Male and Female’,” Koury 
added, “thus removing every possible in- 
ference of anything nautical.” 


There’s the famous story, beautifully 
told, of the night during World War II 
DeMille awakened his hard-drinking neigh- 
bor, W. C. Fields, to tell him that there 
was a blackout on. Fields, according to 
Phil, ‘“‘was not aware of the blackout and 
there was 
that he was not altogether certain of the 
existence of the war.’ He didn’t relish a 
call from a man whose two homes looked 
on his one and whose chauffeurs and lim- 
ousines made a grand parade past his door. 


DeMille told him about the blackout, 
Fields uneasily returned ‘‘100-proof fumes.” 
DeMille was specific: ‘‘Turn off your lights 
and fill your bathtub.” 


“My God, Cease,” cried Fields, ‘‘can’t 
we have a blackout without one of your 
bathtub scenes!”

The animals— 
including Billy, a goat: a fam- 
ily of robins, rabbits, fregs and 
fish—were named by the chil- 
dren, who shouldered the re- 
sponsibility of their care with 
overwhelming “‘pride and joy.” 


The pet of the camp was Bil- 
ly, who sported a pink ribbon 
tied about his neck by one of 
the children. Billy’s stall out- 
side the community building 
was the first stop when the 
boys and girls trouped to camp 
each morning. Billy had be- 
come almost a person to the 
youngsters, who crooned and 
talked to him daily. It was 
always a special treat to be 
allowed -to romp on the grounds 
with the goat. 


HAPPY LAUGHTER 


Then one morning last week, 
the youngsters’ happy laughter 
as they greeted their friend 
turned to tears: Billy was miss- 
ing. His stall, which had been 
locked, was broken into, Billy 
was spirited away, pink bow 
and ail. 


“The children are heartbrok- 
en,’’ reports Mrs. Girt Bossak, 
head counselor. 


They clamored for something 
to be done to return their 
friend. The police were called, 
but could offer little consola- 
tion. 


“Tt’s amazing how the atmos- 
phere of the day camp has 
changed,’’ Mrs. Bossak said. 
‘Before Billy was stolen, the 
children could hardly wait to 
get here. They laughed at Bil- 
ly’s antics, spent a lot of time 
recalling his latest trick dur- 


ing the day. But now, they 
move slowly, and when they 
catch sight of his still-empty 


pen, many of them burst into 
tears.” 


TEARS FLOW 


One dark-haired little girl, 
tears brimming her eyes, spoke 
for the group of more than 100 
children when she said: ‘If the 
person who took Billy knew how 
we love him, he’d bring back 
our pet.” 


Taking a practical viewpoint, 
another added: ‘‘He could just 
bring Billy back and put him 
in his pen. There'd be no one 
around to bother him.” 


But the sneak-thief who in- 
troduced these youngsters to 
heartbreak did not stop with 
the goatnaping: Mrs. Bossak 
reports that sometime Sunday 
night the six baby robins dis- 
appeared from the farm. They, 
too, were under: lock and key. 
The lock was smashed, the 
baby birds taken. 


their other pets, and have asked 
that they be protected. 


“As yet,”’ Mrs. Bossak said, 
“we've formed no _ practical 
plan to do this. We find it hard 
to believe these thefts are teen- 
age pranks. If Billy and the 
robins had been taken by young 
people as a joke, we believe 
they would have returned them 
by now. Because the heart- 
break of the children is so obvi- 
ous.” 


She added that the neighbor- 
hood has been alerted for the 
appearance of Billy and the 
robins. 


“Punishing the thief is not 
our concern,”’ she emphasized. 
‘More than anything else, we 
want the children’s pets return- 
ed. Their loss has ruined every 
bit of enjoyment of the day 
camp.”

Antibodies are the agents mus- 
tered by the body to fight infec- 
tion. They have a specific action 
against a specific kind of infec- 
tion. 


To begin a study of these micro- 
scopically small organisms, Dr. 
Coons decided it must be made 
possible to differentiate antibodies 
from the surrounding body cells. 


These antibodies he had to 
make visible, and coloring them 
in some way was the method of 
doing this. But coloring them 
alone was not enough. They also 
had to be made to glow “as 
with a tail light’”’ and be seen 
under a fluorescence micro- 
scope.

The color chosen was the apple 
green of fluorescein, a chemical 
which in alkaline solution has a 
brilliant yellowish - green  fluo- 
rescence, to distinguish the anti- 
bodies from other tissues which 
took on only blue and red fluo- 
rescence. This then was the way 
in which these antibodies could 
be “‘labeled” and then studied. 


As with all such exciting dis- 
coveries new channels of investi- 
gation were opened where only 
darkness had prevailed. A recent 
discovery has revealed that anti- 
bodies are formed in the lymph 
nodes, which are_ scattered 
throughout the body. The cells of 
these lympk nodes when hit by a 
germ respond by producing anti- 
bodies precisely made to fight the 
particular microbe. Dr. Coons 
describes this fight as “an in- 
tricate biological dance.” 


What is more — the fight goes 
on for years and protects the body 
against that particular microbe, 
sometimes for life. 


It should be added that in 
“labeling’’ these antibodies it 
had to be proved that no de- 
terioration of the antibody took 
place. This was one of the many 
steps successfully taken in this 
whole study. No doubt Dr. Coons 
would want it to be known that, 
as in all such research projects, 
many other research workers 
played a role in the final de- 
velopment of this spectacular 
result,
